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Croptogamk  Jloiktu  of  Utotlanii. 


The  Thirty-third  Conference  of  the  Cryptogamic  Society  of 
Scotland  was  held  at  Dnmmadrochit,  Inverness-shire,  from  the 
15th  to  the  17th  September  1908.  The  place  of  meeting  was 
Mr.  Macdonald’s  Hotel.  On  this  occasion  the  Society  was  joined 
by  the  British  Mycological  Society,  and  the  union  of  the  Societies 
added  to  the  pleasure  and  profit  of  each.  The  district  is  rich  in 
fungi,  and  much  assistance  was  derived  by  both  Societies  from  the 
guidance  of  Mr.  Angus  Grant,  whose  home  is  in  Drunmadrochit, 
and  who  has  discovered  many  interesting  fungi  there.  The 
weather  on  the  whole  was  favourable,  and  the  foray  proved  to  be 
in  every  way  a  successful  one. 

The  first  day’s  outing  was  to  the  woods  round  Beaufort  Castle, 
for  the  investigation  of  which  permission  bad  been  kindly  granted 
by  Lord  Lovat.  Here  many  interesting  plants  were  found,  and 
Mr.  A.  Cowan  picked  up  a  Tricholoma  new  to  science,  of  which  a 
full  description  and  plate  are  given  in  the  Transactions  of  the  British 
Mycological  Society  for  1908.  It  has  been  named  Tricholoma 
luteocitrinum ,  Rea.  Among  other  noteworthy  finds  was  that  of 
Dianema  corticatum ,  Lister,  the  third  time  it  has  been  detected  in 
Britain,  and  Cribraria  pyriformis ,  Schrad,  not  before  recorded  for 
Scotland,  and  not  hitherto  certainly  found  in  England.  Both 
these  discoveries  fell  to  Mr.  W.  B.  Allen.  Miss  A.  Lorrain  Smith 
was  fortunate  in  discovering  Stictis  fimhriata,  Schwein.,  on  pine 
cones,  a  discomycete  new  to  the  British  Fungus  Flora.  In  addition 
to  these  specially  interesting  plants,  a  large  number  of  other  fungi 
were  found,  which  appear  in  their  proper  order  in  the  accompanying 
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list.  The  weather  was  propitious,  and  the  beauty  of  the  surround¬ 
ings  added  much  to  the  enjoyment  of  the  excursion. 

In  the  evening  both  Societies  were  entertained  to  dinner  at 
Balmacaan  by  Mr.  Bradley  Martin,  President  of  the  Scottish 
Society,  Avho  gave  them  a  cordial  welcome  in  an  interesting  speech. 
His  health  was  drunk  with  acclamation,  and  he  was  thanked  for 
his  hospitality. 

Next  day,  Wednesday,  September  16th,  the  excursion  was  to 
the  woods  and  grounds  of  Balmacaan,  under  the  guidance  of  Mr. 
Grant,  who  proved  of  great  service  from  his  knowledge  of  the 
ground.  Here,  among  other  interesting  finds,  were  detected  Leptonia 
eurhroa,  Pr.  ;  Nolanea  iderina,  IT. ;  Inocybe  cmcinnata,  Fr.  ; 
Inocybe  hystrix,  Fr.  ;  Hypholoma  dispersum ,  Fr.  ;  Collybia  semitalis, 
Fr.  ;  Cortinarius  variicoJor,  Fr.  ;  Cortinarius  armillatus ,  Fr.  ; 
Tremella  tubercularia,  Berk.  ;  Ladarius  vietus,  Fr,,  and  fuliginosus, 
Fr.  ;  Trogia  crispa ,  Fr.  ;  Psathyra  semivestita,  B.  and  Br.  ; 
Pistiilaria  puberula,  Berk.  ;  Cordyceps  opliioglossoides,  Link ; 
Hypocrea  funyicola,  Karst. ;  Rcnnularia  ajugce ,  Sacc.,  and  PhyJlostida 
mahoniana,  Sacc. 

In  the  evening  both  Societies  held  their  business  meetings  after 
dinner.  The  Scottish  Society  appointed  their  next  Annual  Conference 
to  he  held  at  a  convenient  date  towards  the  end  of  September  1 909 
at  Stranraer,  where  they  had  met  once  before,  in  1894.  The  Bight 
Hon.  Sir  Herbert  Maxwell,  Bart.,  was  appointed  President  for  1909  ; 
Mr.  Scott  Elliot,  B.Sc.,  F.L.S.,  ATce-President ;  Rev.  Dr.  Paul  and 
Mr.  AAr.  C.  Crawford,  F.R.S.E.,  were  re-appointed  Hon.  Secretary 
and  Hon.  Treasurer  respectively,  and  the  following  additional 
Members  of  Council  were  chosen  : — Dr.  A.  W.  Borthwick  ;  Miss 
Miles ;  Messrs.  W.  B.  Boyd,  D.  A.  Boyd,  R.  B.  Johnstone,  J.  R. 
Maegregor,  and  J.  A.  Rennison.  Four  new  members  were  elected 
as  ordinary  Fellows,  viz. : — Miss  Drummond  Hay,  Seggieden,  Perth  ; 
Mr.  A.  B.  Motherwell,  Rosemount,  Airdrie;  Mr.  Thomas  Horne, 
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18  Gilmour  Street,  Paisley,  and  Lieut.-Colonel  J.  C.  Laniont, 
I.M.S.  (retired),  Lecturer  in  Histology,  University  College,  Dundee. 
Votes  of  thanks  were  unanimously  passed  to  Lord  Lovat  and  Mr. 
Bradley  Martin  for  their  courtesy  in  permitting  the  Society  to  visit 
their  woods  and  grounds  at  Beaufort  Castle  and  Balmacaan.  Miss 
Miles,  Mr.  Angus  Grant  and  Mr.  Rennison,  were  appointed  local 
secretaries  for  their  respective  districts. 

On  Thursday,  17tli  September,  after  the  first  part  of  the  fore¬ 
noon  had  been  devoted  to  identifying  and  arranging  the  finds  of 
the  previous  day,  the  Societies  visited  together  the  woods  at 
Borlum.  Here  Mr.  Grant  conducted  the  party  to  the  spot  where 
he  had  formerly  discovered  Tricholoma  decorum ,  Quel.,  and  some  fine 
plants  of  it  were  found.  Mr.  Grant  was  the  first  (1905)  to  find 
this  fungus  in  Britain.  It  is  Pleurotus  decorus  of  Fries.  Among 
other  fungi  found  were  Hydnum  imbricatum,  Linn.  ;  Armillaria 
robusta,  Fr. ;  Tricholoma  portentosum,  Fr.  and  equestre ,  Fr.  ; 
Ladarius  sanguifluvs ,  Fr.  ;  Polyporus  brumalis,  Fr. ;  Bid gariella 
■pul-la ,  Karst.  ;  Provinces  orobi,  Wint.  and  antkyllidis,  Schrot.  ; 
Puccinia  circaeae,  Pers. ;  Tilletia  decipiens ,  Schrot. ;  Hygrophorus 
agathosmus,  Fr.  ;  Plioliota  ei-ebia,  Fr.,  and  Physarum  viride ,  Pers. 
Mr.  W.  B.  Allen  found  here  also  the  rare  Dianema  corticatum, 
List. 

On  the  following  day  those  of  the  party  who  had  not  returned 
home  drove  down  Loch  K  ess  to  the  Lennie  Woods,  where  several 
interesting  and  uncommon  things  were  found,  among  which  may  he 
mentioned  Ladarius  scrobiculatus,  Fr.  ;  Plioliota  cape  rat  a ,  Fr.  ; 
Hygrophorus  russo-coriaceus ,  B.  and  Br.  ;  Cortinarius  largus,  Fr., 
and  bi celim ,  Fr. ;  Gantharellus  muscigenus ,  Fr.  ;  AJycena  acicu/a, 
Fr.  ;  Syntriddum  succisae ,  de  Bary  and  Wor. ;  Helvetia  lacunosa, 
Afzel.,  and  elastica,  Lull.,  and  Entoloma  rhodopolium ,  Fr. 

Over  580  species  were  collected  in  all,  and  the  largeness  of  the 
number  is  due,  not  only  to  the  fact  that  the  district  is  prolific  in 
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fungi,  but  still  more  to  the  fact  that  the  party  was  numerous,  and 
that  several  of  its  .members  were  experts  in  one  branch  or  other  of 
mycology.  The  following  complete  list  has  been  supplied  by  the 
kindness  of  Mr.  Carleton  Rea,  and  is  identical  with  that  published 
in  the  Transactions  of  the  British  Mycological  Society.  The 
Cryptogamic  Society  of  Scotland  acknowledge  their  indebtedness 
to  him,  and  also'  to  Miss  A.  Lorrain  Smith  and  Mr.  D.  A.  Boyd 
for  their  lists  of  micro-fungi.  Mr.  Boyd  sent  in  a  list  of  150 
species,  and  Miss  Smith  has  determined  two  new  moulds  found  by 
Messrs.  Rea  and  Allen  in  the  Divach  Woods,  Tilaclilidium 
subulatum,  A.L.Sm.,  and  Monilia  humicola ,  Oud.  var.  brunnea, 
A.L.Sm.  Miss  Smith  also  records  from  the  Beauly  Woods, 
Myxococcus  pyriformis,  A.L.Sm.  This  is  the  only  British 
member  of  the  group  myxobacteriaceae.  It  had  been  found  byr 
her  once  before  in  North  Wales  on  rabbit  dung. 


Note.—  In  the  published  list  of  fungi  reported  as  found  at  the  Pitlochry 
Meeting  in  1906  was  included  Xerotus  clcgcner ,  Fr.,  as  having  been  gathered 
at  Bonskeid.  This  entry  was  made  in  error,  and  the  name  should  be  deleted 
from  the  list.
